Italy considers the Stresa con- 
ference should result not only in 
4 united three-power front among 
France, Britain and Italy, but 
should result in precise decisions 
and an agreement to act jointly in 
any given number of situations. 

Whatever form his action may 
take, this entente, it is maintained, 
should leave the way open for oth- 
er powers, anxious to preserve 
peace, to particiate freely. The An- 
glo-Franso-Italian front, however, 
should constitute the nucleus of 
all action on a wider front.

O1 the 
former the most important will still 
be planning and of the laite: there 
will be a number of jobs such as 
pruning, seeding the hot hea, - or- 
dering supplies and possibly g few 
hours preparing some dry spot in 
the garden for sweet peas. Inciden- 
tally the finest sweet yeas are 
those from seed sown jus! as early 
in the spring as poss! It is a 
cool loving flower and must get its 
root and stem growth befcre the 
weather becomes too warm. A cli- 
mate where the nights are cool 
ven in summer is recommended. 


PRUNING 
Pruning is not a difficutt task, 
according, to garden authorities. ;~ 


The main object, they state, is to 
open up bush, tree or vine so that 
sunshine and air will eivevlate, cut 


out all dead growth, remove any 
branches which rub against each 
other and keep the general shape 


symmetrical. These are general 
rules only and for special types it 
is advisable to consult 1 g00q gov- 
ernment bulletin on the subject. 
Special points the beginner is ad- 
vised to bear in mind are grapes 
must be pruned severely enc early 
before the sap starts to rise, all old 
canes are removed from the rasp= 
berry patch any time efter the 
fruit has been harvested. Young 
fruit trees except for appearances 
and possibly dead or injured 
branches do not need any pruning 
until they start to bear, ‘Most 
elimbing roses should have the 
bulk of the old wooq rémovec any- 
time after blooming each year 
while tender bush roses are pruned 
nearly to the ground. The light 
pruning necessary for shrubbery 
takes place very early wth late 
blooming varieties but with such 
things as the average Spi ea, For- 
sythig and others which bloom 
April to July, pruning is delayed 
wntll after blossoming. 
WATER, DAMAGE 

An insection of wintering 
plants ts advisable carly in the 
spring to find out how things have 
withstood the second cold winter 
Canada has had in the minimum 
space of two years, Incidentally, !t 
is claimed, now or a little oarlier is 
the very time that most of the 
damage occurs, The sun coming a 
little higher over the southern hori- 
zon each day, gets warmer and 
warmer with the temperatire ris- 
ing as high, as 50 or 60 degress 
fround noon, This encourages 
these plants which stay outside 
oll winter, especially where the 
snow has melted and they are ex- 
posed to the full rays of the sun. 
The sap begins to rise from the 
roots, Then the sun goes down and 
the mercury may fall to zero or 
‘elow. Before the sap can escape 
lt may freeze and serlously damaze 
the stem, or the tiny roots or even 
the tender bark of the trunk or 
main branch of such things as 
roses, trees, shrubbery oy vines. 
To guard against this old garden- 
ers cover their perennial flower 
beds, roses, strawberries end other 
plants which remain outside with a 
“ght mulch of strawy menure, or | 
ecen leaves or other garden refuse.

OTTAWA, March 29, — Hon. 
Grote Stirling, Minister of National 
Defense, gave the House of Com- 
mons *onight, during the consider- 
ation of estimates, the dramatic tid- 
ings that the department had’ dis- 
covered plans ‘by agitators to de- 
stroy or break up all of the Na- 
tonal Defense unemployment relief 
eamps throughout Canada. In an 
interview after the House rose, the 
Minister stated that it was nec- 
essary to speak guardedly concern- 
ing the matter. The plot, he be- 
lieved, was organized and plans for 
carrying it out completed by agi- 
tators ond communistic and revo- 
lutionary zealots. By means which 
he felt unable to disclose publicly, 
the department had learned of the 
project,

“The plotters were providing for

Approximately seventy-six men 
have been working, tweniv-five in 
the gang which commenced in De- 
cember 1934 being at certain per- 
jods reduced to ten. 

Work has focused on two curves, 
Gales corner having been partially 
eliminated with a fill of about ten 
feet. That curve just north of the 
Swamp has been rounded, too. 

The work has been under the 
control of the Northern Develop- 
ment Department, with Mr. Eade 
Graham, of Baddow, as foreman. 
Mr. F. A. Reeds, of Lindsay is 
time-keeper, and Mr. Arthur Lim- 
erick, Baddow, pay master.

CONTINUITY IN VEGETABLES 
(Most people realize that all vege- 
tables deteriorate in storage. The 
arly potatoes are always tastier 
than those coming out of frosty cel- 
lars this month. The former taste 
better because they are not ripe. 
To get this quality in all vezetables 
experienced gardeners spread their 
seeding season over a period of} 
weeks. They realize that vegetables 
deteriorate in the garden just as 
they do in storage and so they al- 
ways have a few feot of lettuce and 
‘a row or two of spinach, corn, beets, 
and practically everything else com- 
ing on rather than the whole gar- 
den maturing at one time. There 
§s nothing to equal fresh peas, ten- 
der and juicy, when taken right out 
of the garden and put in the. pot,

So in 1876 we ar- 
ranged a concert and that was our 
Introduction to an Uxbridge audi- 
ence. From that concert Dr. Hill- 
ary composed a few verses of fare- 
well, which he sang. 

Mr. Weeks then became our lead- 
er and as time went on, one after 
another, as they learned to play, 
{ joined our ranks until besides our- 
selves there were Will Hamilton, 
violin; Mort Flank, trombone; Jack 
Low, cornet; Will Low, second cot- 
net; Enos Hall, bass horn; and 
Henry O’Brien, second violin. From 
then the Uxbridge Orchestra grew 
in numbers until it was considered 
a real asset to the town. 

In the year 1880 T left Uxbridge 
to make my home in ‘Kingston and 
Jessie (Mrs. McGowan) became pl- 
anist and carried on in that capac- 
ity until her daughter was born.

Since 1928 elm trees and elm logs 
have been prohibited from entry, 
and an endeavor was made to re- 
inspect all elms imported into Can- 
ada since the inauguration of the 
permit system in 1928. The work 
develops on the Entomological 
Branch of the Department and in- 
spectors are constantly on the 
alert for disease-carrying insects 
and for suspicious signs of the dis- 
ease either in the nurseries or in 
the planted or the native elms, All 
Suspected material is forwarded to 
the plant pathological laboratories 
for culturing and testing. As show- 
ing the thorough work of the in- 
spectors, adults and living larvae 
of bark beetles were found at Tor- 
onto recently under the bark of 
split ash poles used as supports in 
containers for shipping china. Had 
not these crates been destroyed, 
they possibly would have been used 
in some way and thus an extended 
infestation of this destructive in- 
sect might have followed. 


WOMEN IN AGRICULTURE 

There are 212 women farmers’ 
clubs in the province of Quebec, 
with a membership of 8,877. Mem- 
bership in poultry clubs accounts 
for 5,603 women who have 236,534 
birds. Nearly a million and a half 
dozen eggs were produced ‘by these 
birds of which more than 818,000 
dozen were sold. Almost 7,000 of 
the members are also engaged in|} 
over 5,300 are spin- 
ners and nearly 5,000 are weavers. 
These multifarious duties do not 
nearly exhaust the activities of the 
women farmers, for 3,255 of the 
club members kept 27,717 sheep 
with an annual output of 137,843 
Pounds of wool. Women farmers 
growing flax numbered 1,100, pro- 
ducing over 78,000 pounds of flax 
seed and 31,538 pounds of flax. 
Pive thousand, nine hundred and 
forty-seven of the women are also 
engaged in canning, 111 of their 
number specializing as can sealers. 
The total value of the canned pro- 
ducts they made during the year 
ended June 30, 1934, was $185,569. 
Four hundred and fifty-three of 
the women are beekeeper altend- 
ing lo 2,888 hives, The value of the 
linen work made by these women 
farmers within a year was $104,- 
993. In addition to their ordinary 
work, 2,740 of the women farmers

“Power on Demand” Un- 


Proposed Agreements. 


TORONTO, April 9.—With the’ 


the bondholders and the four Que- 
bec power corporations on terms 
dictated by the province. it was 
learned at Queen's Park yesterday. 
If the Hepburn Goveroment is 
able to arrive at a satisfuctory’ un- 
derstanding with Premier Tasch- 
2reau of Quebec regarding the con- 
tinuation of the ban on the expori 
21 Quebec power, the way will be 
paved, it is reported, for a con- 
ference of bondholders and power 
corporation representatives with 
the Government. The contracts 
will provide for the delivery of 
power to Ontario on the basis of 
demand over a term of years. 

Anxious For Understanding 
The Hepbien Government is an- 
xious to reach an understanding 
with the Quebec authorities re- 
garding the rumored des've of the 
latter province to lift the ban on 
export of power. This matter will 
be the feature of the rorfhcoming 
conference between the two proyin- 
cial premiers. If the export ban 
were lifted, and Gatineau, Mac- 
laren, Beauharnols and Chats 
Falls were allowed) to sen ther 
power across to the United States. 
Ontario would be in the position of 
having no immediate source of 
power available in the event of a 
shortage. 

Negotiations with bondholders 
may not take place for some time 
as it is expected difficulty will be 
encountered in getting a represen- 
tative group of bondhoidecrs to- 
gether. It may take six months 
before actual negotiations take 
place, it is understood. 

Confident of Agreement 

The Hepburn Government is con- 
fident that the bondholders and 
the power corporations will be only 
too eager to sit in with the Goy- 
ernment and accept the terms of- 
fered. . 

It is more than likely that the 
Government will be asked why ne- 
gotistions with the hondholders 
were not inaugurated \ before the

SUCCESSFUL LAMB PROJBC'T 


The lamb feeding project inttlat- 
ed by the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture whereby lambs raised 
on the ranges of Western Canadiv 
are fattened in Ontarlo is now in 
Its second year and has provided a 


measure of permanency to the 
whole range-sheep industry that 
did not formerly exist. Al the 
same time, the establishment of 


lamb fattening centres in Eastern 
Ontario has special significance in 
that the products from there feed- 
lots have gone a long way bi open- 
ing up q larger demang for lamb in 
eastern cities and towns. For ex- 
ample, following the introduction 
of lamb fattening centres in the 
Ottawa Valley in 1934, the ctly of 
Ottawa this year ts being regularly 
supplied with fresh feed-lol lamb 
from farms in the vicinity. The 
expanding trade and popular de- 
mand for lamb in Ottawa and To- 
ronto afford an illustration of what 
may be accomplished at Montreal 
and other eastern cities, provided a 
source of goog feeder-lambs is es- 
tablished. Easter farmers who 
are able to produce plenty of the 
right kind of feed and are strate- 
gically located for receiving and 
marketing feeder lambs can easily 
cap:talize on the results which have 
been obtained by Ontaric feeders 
last year and again this year. From 
a beginning of about 3,000 head in 
1934, the Dominion Lamb Breeding 
ing project has expanded to ap- 
proximately 7,000 head in 1935. 
With new feeders so located to be 
able to cater to Montreal and to 
market further eastward, the pro- 
ject might be profitably extended 
to include 10,000 lambs in 1936.

Farm Loans 
Reduced | 


Extension of Period 
From 20 to 30 Years al- 


so Provided. 


TORONTO, April 3. — Reduction 
of the maximum loans to farmers 
from $10,000 to $7,500, with exten- 
sion of the period of the loan from 
20 to 30 years, is provided in a bill 
making numerous amendments to 
the Agricultural Development Act, 
introduced in the legislature yes- 
terday by Hon. Duncan Marshall, 
minister of agriculture. 

No loan may exceed an amount 
totalling 50 per cent. of the value 
of the mortgaged property, instead 
of 65 per cent, as in the present 
legislation, the bill further provides. 
Also special arrangements for loans 
may be made by the board, which 
may be reduced to two instead of 
three members. 

The provincial treasurer is au- 
thorized to purchase debentures of 
the board in addition to its bond 
issues. The bill also provides, and it 
also authorizes that all assets of 
the board, instead of only mort- 
gages, shall be considered security 
for those debentures. The total in- 
debtedness of any mortgagor may 
be consolidated by the board and 
the terms of payments may be al- 
tered at the authority of the board. 
If a property on which the board 
holds a mortgage is sold, the mort- 
gage shall become due and pay- 
able immediately if the board so 
decides.

Jobless At 
Queen’s Park 


Crowd Good-natured As 
Students From U. of T. 
Talk Too. 


POLICE GUARD 


TORONTO, April 5. — Jobless 
marchers, whose ranks had thinned 
from almost 3,000 to 500 during an 
afternoon filled with oratory and 
waiting, left Queens Park early 
last evening singly and in small 
groups after hearing the report of 
a conference between thelr repre- 


sentatives and members of — the 
Ontario Government. 
Marchers from a distance were 


returned to their homes in trucks, 
through an arrangement made by 
Premier Hepburn. 

Slowly Dwindles 

At one time during the afternoon 
the crowd, which swarmed restlessly 
over the rolling ground of the park 
from one group to another, was es- 
timated at close to 3,000. As the 
conference within the Parliament 
Buildings continued, and the cool- 
ness of evening came, the crowd 
slowly dwindled. 

The conference was fraught with 
great political significance for the 
working class, A. E. Smith, a mem- 
ber of the delegation which met 
Premier Hepburn, told the march- 


ers. “I believe that something will 
be done for the eleven comrades 
who will appear in Police Court to- 
morrow morning,” said Smith, re- 
ferring to the unemployed who 
were arrested during the recent 
county demonstrations. “I don’t 


think anything will happen to them 
in court tomorrow,” he said. 

With a committee of three un- 
employed, Mr. Hepburn ana two 
members of his Cabinet will per- 
sonally investigate his charges that 
there are children living cn relief 
in an under-nourished condition, 
Smith said, The investigation will 
take place during the Easter 'va- 
cation of the Legislature, he stated, 

Conference Suggested 

A conference between the Premier 
and the Reeves of the municipalities 
was suggested by Premier Hbp- 
burn, Smith reported, as he ex: 
pressed the belief that something 
“far-reaching ih this matter of 
evictions” would result. 

The attitude of the Hon, David 
Croll wag scored by members of 
the deputitions, who reported that 
the Minister of Welfare had stated 
that he “would not and could, not 
do anything about evictions.” 

The members of the deputation 
which met with Premier Hepburn, 
Hon, Arthur Roebuck and Hon. 
David Croll were:—Alex, McDougall 
of New Toronto; G. Welsh, Mimico;

In Position They Want

Was Justice Done To Him 


There was ® death in Stratford the other day; a 
returned soldier went out just at the 35-year-mark. 
The war starteq almost 21 years ago, but this soldier 
signed on when he was but'16 years of age. When he 
died his hair was gray where before it had been 
black. 


From information which we consider reliable it 
appears this soldier was gassed during one of the 
engagements. Some of those who were with him at 
the time told him to go back to the hospital and 
make sure he was entered as a gas case, but he 
decideg he would stick ‘where he was—in the line. 
From that we take it he was a keen soldier. 

We are informed he suffered intermittently for 
years; since 1930 he has been unable to work stead- 
ily or often. There were times when he had to be 
assisted to his home from the place where he work- 
ed, But there was nothing coming in by way of pen- 
sion. He had no medical record to show he had been 
gassed. There was what they refer to as “lay evi- 
dence,” but that was not sufficient.

Others who have been gassed say they know exactly 
what he suffered at times, anq they know too what 
st must have been for him to try and keep working 
so his home and family might be cared for.

They refer to him as a quiet and patient per- 
son who never sought to parade his troubles and who 
insisted on trying to hold up his end to the last.

Taihoku, Formosa, April 23. 
(Tuesday) — A Japanese destroyer

Snrvivors Losing Reason 

Insanity among bereaved parents 
and children and injured sufferers 
began to be noticed by relief work- 
ers with more and more frequency. 
4A scorching tropical sun beat down 
pitilessly all day yesterday on the 
misery-torn survivors, inflicting new 
suffering. Thousands stumbled with 
parched and swollen tongues among 
the rums of their cities, 
water, 

The Japanese Goyernment sent 50 
relief parties with doctors. water 
and food to the stricken districts in 
the northwestern section of the is- 
land where the quake damage was 
worst. 

Carrier pigeons prought the news 
that relief was the way, bolster- 
ing survivors with new hope. Mili- 
tary carrier pigeons were the only 
means of quick communication 
available. The Japanese army bat- 
talion’ stationed at Taicht, co-oper- 
ated in the relfef work. 

Offers of relief from many fereign 
sources poured in on Japaness and 
Formosan officials. British naval 
officials in Hong Kong offered 
British warships if needed. Admiral 
B. F. Uphem, commander-in-chief 
of the United States Asiatic fleet. 
offered to send an American war- 
ship from Shanghai, but the Japa- 
nese declined with thanks, saying 
the situation was in hand.

Communica- 
tions lines were down in scores of 
places, rallway tracks were twisted 
and wrecked beyond possible use, 
and highway tunnels were filled 
with debris cf collapsing masonry, 
making contact with the interlor 
districts difficult. 

Oil Wells Ablaze 

‘(A Londor cable, quoting the 
Daily Mall's Tokio correspondent, 
said fires were burning at many 
places in Central Formosu, adding 
to the death roll and hampering 
rescue efforts. Severn] wells were 
afire in the oil flelds, the despatch 
said, one blazing gusher being vis- 
ible for 50) miles. Flaming colomins 
of petroleum from broken storage 
tanks overtook many of the refugee 
columns, and women and chilaren 
were incinerated by hundreds. Rain’ 
last night added to the horror, 
drenching injured lying in the open, 
the cable added. A Daily Express 
correspondent ‘reported that the 
China Sea around Formosa was red 
With the reflection of fires). 
Authorities estimated 12,122 
houses had been destroyed by the 
series of shocks. Brick and concrete 
structures in the cities of Tathoku, 
capital of the provinee, Naihosho, 
Kamicka, Shimizugai, Byoritzu and 
elsewhere under the jarring blows 
of the tremblors. At least another 
11,346 houses were damaged in the 
disaster, it was estimated.

Widespread Havoc 
The shocks struck at 6 am. 
thousands of homes, most of them 
the flimsy mative houses that fall 
or burn easily, fell at the first 
quakes. 
Communications were disrupted. 
Electric plants in many cities were 
ruined and lanterns and native oil 
dips were the only illumination to- 
night, hampering rescue and first 
aid work. 
A steady stream of homeless from 
the countryside poured into the cit- 
ies all through the day and night. 
Hundreds were badly hurt, but 
struggled on toward help and away 
from the awful memory of their 
shattered homes and the dead. 
Scores of women carried’ babies.
